Romulus officer injured in crash

A routine traffic stop turned to 
tragedy early on the morning of April 
3. Officer Dan Czajkowski of the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department was serious¬ 
ly injured when a semi, driven by a 53 
year old Kentucky man, slammed into 


the rear of his patrol car as he was writ¬ 
ing a ticket for another truck pulled 
over for speeding on 1-275 near Ecorse. 

The impact was so forceful, it drove 
Czajkowski's car underneath the semi 
in front, sent a tire two-thirds of a mile 
down 275, and caused the light stick 
from the top of the car, and a license

Fire department and rescue teams 
were called in to extract the officer 
from the wreckage. A tow truck from 
J & M Towing, lifted the semi, holding 
it in the air until Czajkowski was re¬ 
moved. Rescuers used the jaws of life 
to cut the roof and door off of the patrol 
unit, then raised the dashboard that had 
trapped him with a hydraulic lift. 

Lt Rafalski of the Romulus Police 
Department, praised J & M Towing, 
stating their involvement was crucial to 
a safe rescue. 

The fire department's Hazmat unit 
was also utilized, along with K & P 
Disposal to clean up diesel fuel from 
ruptured tanks. The fuel was vacu¬ 
umed, and the dirt replaced with un¬ 
contaminated soil. 

Officer Czajkowski was air lifted to 
St Joseph’s Hospital in Ypsilanti. His 
injuries included a collapsed lung, 
damaged esophagus, and a broken or¬ 
bital bone. He was listed in serious, but 
stable condition. 

Czajkowski has been with the Ro¬ 
mulus Police for neady four years, after 
beginning his career with the depart¬ 
ment as an Explorer. Last year, Cza¬ 
jkowski was honored by MADD, 
(Mothers Against Drunk Driving) for 
being the officer who had the most 
OUIL, (operating under the influence 
of liquor) arrests. He is leading the de¬ 
partment again this year. 

"Officer Czajkowski is one of the 
most productive officers on the mid¬ 
night shift," said Chief Charies Kirby. 

State police are investigating the ac¬ 
cident. Charges are pending against 
the driver of the semi.

Carlos Micheal Clark, age 47, has 
been arrested by the Romulus Police 
Department for stalking. 

On March 28th, Detective Mike 
Kapelanski states that Clark tried to 
make contact with the victim by going 
to her apartment building, at that time 
violating a personal protection order. 
He was on probation for a previous of¬ 
fense of assault and battery involving 
the same victim. 

Officers went to the scene, arresting 
Clark. In a video arraignment, Clark 
was charged with aggravated stalking. 

On January 1, 1993, Michigan 
joined 28 other states by criminalizing 
stalking behavior in an effort to protect 
victims of harassment, putting an end 
to stalking. Michigan residents gained 
some of the strongest stalking laws in 
the nation when Public Acts 251, 260, 
261 and 262 were enacted

On March 29, Governor John En- 
gler and Wayne County Commission 
Executive Edward McNamara an¬ 
nounced their six appointments to the 
new Detroit Metro/Willow Run Air¬ 
port Authority. 

Governor Engler appointed 
William T. McCormick and James B. 
Nicholson, both of Grosse Pointe 
Farms, to the authority. McCormick is 
chairman and chief executive officer 
of CMS Energy Corp. Nicholson is 
president and CEO of PVS Chemicals 
Inc. 

McNamara appointed Wayne Do¬ 
ran former chairman of Ford Motor 
Land Development Corp.; Michael 
Glusac, senior adviser and past presi¬ 
dent of Detroit Renaissance; Vemice 
D. Anthony, a senior vice president at 
St John Health System and Kenneth 
Hollo well, former secretary/treasurer 
for Teamsters Local 247. 

The seven-board authority wifi be 
making decisions regarding airport 
management security, contracts and 
bonding ability. 

Before the authority can take con¬ 
trol of the airport the Federal Aviation 
Administration must approve the 
board and grant an operating license. 

The Wayne County Commission 
would then appoint the seventh mem¬ 
ber of the authority. According to 
Wayne County Commission Chair¬ 
man, Ricardo A. Solomon, it is too 
early to determine whether the FAA 
will grant approval. 

“I think that it’s premature for the 
Governor and County Executive to 
appoint any members to this authority 
before the Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration approves this plan,” said 
Solomon in a recent press release 
The county believes that by taking 
control of the airport away from the 
commission, Engler and McNamara 
are taking away the voice of the tax¬ 
payers when it comes to concerns 
about the airport This is because the 
Wayne County Commission is an 
elected board and the airport authority 
would be appointed 

A somewhat similar authority to 
the one that would be in place for 
Metro Airport is the Greater Orlando 
Aviation Authority, consisting of a 
seven-member board, five of which 
are appointed by the governor, one by 
the Orlando City Council and one by 
the Orange County Commission. 

The Metro Nashville Airport Au¬ 
thority is a 10-member board of com¬ 
missioners appointed by the mayor of 
Nashville and must contain 3 business 
and finance representatives, 2 pilot 
representatives, 2 neighborhood repre¬ 
sentatives and 1 engineering represen¬ 
tative. 

Another airport with a designated 
authority is the McGhee Tyson Air¬ 
port in Knoxville, Tennesee. The Met¬ 
ropolitan Knoxville Airport Authority 
is a nine-member board appointed by 
the mayor of Knoxville and approved 
by the city council. 

The new Detroit Metro/Willow 
Run airport authority would consist 
primarily of business representatives 
and no city official, either from Detroit 
or Romulus, would appoint a member.

Window on Wayne 


You may have heard about the 
“Streetcar Named Desire”, a popu¬ 
lar movie during World War EL 

Let me tell you about the story 
of the streetcars of Wayne and the 
area. 

The Streetcar of the Detroit 
Jackson and Chicago Interurban 
or Electric Railroad ran from De¬ 
troit, Michigan, to Dearborn, 
Michigan, in 1896. 

In 1898, the Ypsilanti and Ann 
Arbor Railway petitioned the Vil¬ 
lage of Wayne Council to run a 
streetcar through Wayne on Main 
Street. The Ypsilanti and Ann Ar¬ 
bor Railway would be connected to 
the Detroit Jackson and Chicago 
Interuban Street Car. 

In October of 1897, the Village of 
Wayne Council approved the fran¬ 
chise agreement and gave the Yp¬ 
silanti and Ann Arbor Railway the 
privilege of building tracks in 
Wayne for the street car. 

The Village council advised the 
company the franchise would run 
for 30 years and all agents and em¬ 
ployees of said railway shall be of 
good moral character. They must 
be sober, careful and attentive to 
the wants of the patrons of the 
streetcars. 

After much discussion, the 
terms of the franchise were out¬ 
lined in an Ordinance with the 
route set out as follows: 

The streetcar will enter Wayne 
from the east on Michigan, coming 
from Dearborn, at Hastings (Wash¬ 
ington Street). The trucks will turn 
south to Jones Street (Elizabeth 
Street), turn north to Michigan 
and run on Michigan Avenue to 
Ypsilanti. At first the cars turned 
around and headed back to De¬ 
troit at Sophia Street. 

By July 10, 1898, the line was 
completed to Ypsilanti The total 
route of the electrical powered 
streetcars was 42 miles from De¬ 
troit to Ypsilanti. It took two 
hours to make the run. 

The cars started running at 6:30 
am. and ran over half-hours until 7 
pm At 7 pm, the cars ran every 
hour until 11 pm

The route planned brought 
protests from property owners, 
homeowners and churches on 
Main Street. The residents wanted 
the track to run on Michigan Av¬ 
enue. The property owners on 
Michigan Avenue protested any 
changes stating the ordinance was 
already adopted. 

The Village Council called a spe¬ 
cial meeting and saw no reason to 
change the route. Mr. Fayette 
Harms presented petitions to 
amend the ordinance to Michigan. 
Mr. George H. Stellwagen led a 
group of Michigan Avenue busi¬ 
nessman in opposition to the 
change in the route. Both posi¬ 
tions were presented to the council 
on March 31,1898. 

During the controversy Village 
President Charles H. Baxter died , 
and Doctor Samuel Zimmerman 
became the Village President. 

On April 11,1898, the ordinance 
was amended to show the route to 
enter the Village of Wayne on the 
east and follow the trucks down 
Michigan to the west to the Village 
limits. A station was constructed 
at the southwest comer of Hast¬ 
ings (Washington Street) and 
Michigan Avenue. The waiting 
room was on the north facing 
Michigan Avenue and the freight 
was on the west. 

Fare to Detroit at the time was 
15 cents to ride to Eloise; to Han¬ 
nan Road Road was 5 cents, or to 
Cady Corners (Cherry Hill and 
Wayne Road) fare was 5 cents. 


Fire mutual /kM pact is approved 


After ironing out several legal 
kinks in the old agreement, mayor 
and city council gave fire officials a 
“green light” to continue the City of 
Wayne’s long relationship with the 
Western Wayne County Fire Depart¬ 
ment Mutual Aid Associatioa 

The association members provide 
member communities assistance in 
cases of major fires and natural disas¬ 
ters. 

Fire Chief Rob Dahlman said he 
was pleased that the city is continu¬ 
ing its relationship with the group be¬ 
cause the association provides a vi¬ 


tal service to the citizens. 

“Although this organization has 
worked well, the organization has 
lacked the legal foundation to pro¬ 
vide adequate liability protection and 
proper authority to manage signifi¬ 
cant resources that the association 
has amassed over the years,” 
Dahlman pointed out to the legisla¬ 
tive body. “After much debate, dis¬ 
cussion and meetings regarding this 
matter, the Fire Chiefs’ Association 
legal counsel advised that the Mutu¬ 
al Aid members should formally 
adopt an agreement.” 


Dahlman stressed that a series of 
meetings which also involved City 
Attorney Dick Clark, who the fire 
chief credited with providing valu¬ 
able input, along with subsequent 
meetings with CWW representative 
Marsha Bianconi and a presentation 
by the Fire Chiefs apparently re¬ 
solved the legal problems. 

Dahlman offered the proposed 
Mutual Aid Association’s Interlocal 
Agreement to mayor and council 
with an understanding that the 
agreement has the approval of the 
Michigan Attorney General’s Office. 


‘With your concurrence, I recom¬ 
mend that the City Council consider 
approving this Interlocal Agreement 
for Western Wayne County Fire De¬ 
partment Mutual Aid Associatioa 
Council gave the chief its over¬ 
whelming support to continue the 
city’s relationship with the associa¬ 
tioa 

Local cities that belong to the 
Mutual Aid group include the cities 
of Inkster, Westland, Romulus, along 
with the Charter Township of Van 
Buren, Plymouth and Plymouth 
Township.

She just did a 
great job. We were all surprised she 
could sing that welL” 

Mills also plans to get such celebri¬ 
ties as Martha Reeves to come to 
Inkster and also invite the students 
at Blanchette Middle School to visit 
the Motown Museum.

MICHIGAN COMMUNITY NEW SPAPERS 


Surprise, new airport authority 
does not have local representation 


County Executive Edward McNamara 
and Michigan Governor John Engler 
named six people to the new Detroit 
Metro/Willow Run airport authority, and 
surprise, none of the appointments repre¬ 
sent the City of Romulus or greater West¬ 
ern Wayne area. 

The Authority, the brainchild of McNa¬ 
mara and Engler, will operate the airports. 
Until now, Wayne County has controlled 
the operations with McNamara ultimately 
in charge and the County Commission ap¬ 
proving contracts. 

But under mounting fire for sweetheart 
contracts and mismanagement, McNama¬ 
ra decided to cut his best deal — the new 
Authority that allows him to appoint four 
of the seven members and essentially main¬ 
tain control. 

That however, is not the case for the 
County Commission. They are extremely 
upset with the new Authority concept, that 
effectively takes them out of power and 
control. McNamara and Engler saw fit to 
allow the Commission to appoint only one 
member. 

The County Commission hopes that 
won’t happen. They have mounted a legal 
challenge to the new Authority and are 
hoping the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion will not approve the new Authority. 

Although we believe the Authority con¬ 
cept is the way to go, we are not happy 
with the lack of local representation. Gov¬ 
ernor Engler appointed PVS Chemical 
CEO James Nicholson, a man who has do¬ 
nated millions to Engler and in return has 
been appointed to every possible position 
Engler has to offer. Almost the same can be 


said for his 
second ap¬ 
pointment, 

CMS Energy 
CEO William 
McCormick. 

McNamara 
appointed 

four with distinct Detroit connections- 
Pord Motor’s Wayne Doran, past president 
of Detroit Renaissance Michael Glusac, se¬ 
nior vice-president of St. John Health Sys¬ 
tem Vemice Anthony and Teamsters Local 
247 former secretary-treasurer Kenneth 
Hollowell 

If it weren’t for the airport, none of these 
appointees could find their way to Romu¬ 
lus, and I bet you at 10 to 1 odds, that none 
have set foot on Willow Run concrete. They 
all might be gifted administrators, but we 
need one representative that will look out 
for the local interests of Romulus and West¬ 
ern Wayne. 

I am told the new Authority is patterned 
after others at similar airports. In my opin¬ 
ion one should only look at the Nashville 
Airport Authority — a ten member board 
that must have two neighborhood repre¬ 
sentatives. Orlando, one of the world’s 
busiest (Detroit is slightly larger) has one 
representative appointed by the mayor and 
one by the county commission. 

Romulus residents have voiced their dis¬ 
gust for a long long time over lack of airport 
representation. It is time for City Council 
and our state legislators to stand-up and 
demand representation for homeowners 
and citizens that must deal with daily in¬ 
conveniences created by the airports. 



Ballot language scams voters 


Politicians have many techniques 
for hiding true intentions from the 
voters as legislation is working its 
way through the process or in ballot 
proposals the public is asked to ap¬ 
prove. One of the most successful 
has been the four words “and for oth¬ 
er Durooses” 

Used at all levels of government, 
the phrase appears in the “short” de¬ 
scription of proposed legislation or in 
the “official” wording of ballot pro¬ 
posals (but not necessarily on the 
ballot itself). 

The U.S. Congress is the major 
perpetrator of this deception as most 
of the bills introduced and passed 
contain the phrase in the short de¬ 
scription presented to the public and 
other legislators. If one does not read 
the entire text of the bill, provisions 
that bear no relationship to the stat¬ 
ed “main” purpose will be missed. In¬ 
deed, some politicians disavow un¬ 
popular provisions in laws for which 
they voted, claiming they didn’t 
know it was contained in the bilL 

However; the most dangerous de¬ 
ception is in ballot proposals, In 
Michigan, as in many other states, 
ballot descriptions are limited to a 
maximum number of words, Le. one 
hundred, even though the actual 
proposal passed by a legislative body 
may contain twice as many words or 
more. 

What most voters do not realize is 
that they are voting on the full text of

the proposal adopted by the legisla¬ 
tive body that they have not seen. 
While there is supposed to be a 
screening process to ensure that the 
wording on the ballot “fairly” repre¬ 
sents the entire proposal, a couple of 
examples show that voters cannot 
trust that “safeguard” either. 

Several years ago, Wayne County 
voters were asked to approve a bond 
issue to help fund two stadiums in 
Detroit to be financed by new taxes 
imposed on car rentals and hotels. 
The measure passed countywide al¬ 
though it was soundly defeated in 
most of the Detroit suburbs. Voters 
of course thought the money would 
only be used for the stadiums. 

However the “official” wording al¬ 
lowed other uses. Thus the County 
Commission has authorized $50 mil¬ 
lion of the “tourist tax” to be used in 
County Executive Ed McNamara’s 
Pinnacle project and is contemplat¬ 
ing using another $100 million for a 
countywide cleanup of various sites 
to “spruce up” the area’s image for 
upcoming events. 

The City of Taylor a number of 


years ago changed the terms of its 
elected officials from two to four 
years. The change' required approval 
by the voters of an amendment to 
the city charter. The wording on the 
ballot only addressed the change in 
the length of terms. However, the “of¬ 
ficial” wording adopted by the City 
Council also changed the date when 
newly elected officials would take of¬ 
fice. 

The original charter provided that 
new officials would take office at the 
first meeting of the City Council after 
the (November) election results were 
certified. The “official” proposal 
changed that date to the first meet¬ 
ing in January after the November 
elections; thus giving defeated (lame 
duck) officials nearly two months to 
change city policies and ordinances 
before their replacements took office. 

This did not seem like a big deal 
until a controversy arose over the 
generous pensions the council had 
provided for themselves. In a lame 
duck session, defeated officials 
pushed through a change in the city 
pension plan that eliminated pen¬ 
sions for new council members but 
preserved their own. 

The obvious lesson to be learned 
in just these two of many examples 
that could be cited, is don’t trust the 
politicians to tell you everything con¬ 
tained in legislation or ballot propos¬ 
als. Get the “official” wording and 
read it for yourself. 



Reporters tell some of the story 


Come election time, platitudes 
about apathy abound. 

Whenever an unpopular candi¬ 
date or issue wins, there’s no short¬ 
age of people surfacing to blame ap¬ 
athetic people who don’t vote. 

Critics often attribute political 
apathy, the lack of interest or con¬ 
cern about civic matters, to an over¬ 
worked citizenry that is too busy to 
volunteer, join service organizations, 
or read newspapers, magazines or 
books to stay informed. 

Critics often cite the decline in 
newspaper readership as a sign of 
civic decay. 

So it was refreshing to hear West- 
land Councilman Dennis LeMaitre 
defend his refusal to read newspa¬ 
pers. 

“I don’t read newspapers,” he 
said at last week’s Westland City 
Council meeting. “I don’t have 
time.” 

Last time I checked, LeMaitre 
received the same 24-hours-a-day 
allotment given to all Earth’s crea¬ 
tures, great or small But as a suc¬ 


cessful businessman, an elected offi¬ 
cial, and longtime volunteer worker, 
he prioritizes his hours differently 
than newspaper readers. 

Why? 

Because, he said: “Newspapers 
condense. They never get the whole 
story. . . . They give a synopsis. 
Though they do the best job they 
can, they can’t tell the whole story.” 

LeMaitre is correct. Instead of 
reporting every detail, journalists try 
to filter out extraneous perceptions 
and to summarize the relevant 
ones. And thank God newspapers, 
like human beings, have figured out 
how to summarize. Otherwise, hu¬ 
mans would be reduced to animals 
by the “blooming buzzing confu¬ 
sion” that is the world of sounds, 
colors, smells, tastes, and bumps. 

Summarizing — the process that 
philosophers call inductive thinking 
but what I call connecting the dots 
— was an evolutionary step that 
made thinking possible. 

It was necessary to connect 
plants with food, caves with shelter,

flint with fire for Man to progress 
mentally and societal from the less¬ 
er primates and from the looser 
politicians, who tend to scatter too 
many dots for citizens to connect 
bad politicians to bad policies. 

If this sounds too theoretical, 
perhaps I should give a more down- 
to-earth example: Though there are 
billions of men and women in the 
world, you don’t try them all out be¬ 
fore popping the question, you filter 
out a billion to marry one — or at 
least one at a time. 

If only our lives were long enough 
to experience every sensation. In 
the meantime, like a cub reporter at 
his first city council meeting, we 
have to filter and summarize.

Sumpter 

To the editor. 

In your April 4, 2002 edition of the 
Belleville Enterprise, you ran a front¬ 
page story titled “Sullivan’s new dis¬ 
trict won’t include Sumpter” 

Unfortunately you reiterated in¬ 
formation that was contained in the 
Sunday, March 31,2002 Detroit News 
that was not up to date and not nec¬ 
essarily correct. 

Please note that the new bound¬ 
aries of the 11th Commission District 
may still include Sumpter Tbwnship, 
and I would appreciate it if you could 
run a new story letting them know 
that. 

The Detroit News article, on 
which you based your story, was 


based upon information that is sever¬ 
al months old. 

The original District map that 
was submitted by the Wayne County 
Apportionment Commission did 
draw new boundaries, which did not 
include Sumpter Tbwnship or Huron 
Tbwnship in the 11th District. How- 
evei; in a decision dated October 26, 
2001, the Michigan Court of Appeals 
sent that plan back to the Appor¬ 
tionment Commission, indicating 
that the 11th District still needed to 
reduce it’s population by at least 365 
people. 

In November of 2001, the Appor¬ 
tionment Commission met and ap¬ 
proved a new plan in Accordance 
with the Court of Appeals Order. 


That new plan places Sumpter 
Tbwnship back in the 11th District 
and moves the City of Romulus 
along with Huron Tbwnship to the 
15th District. 

Meanwhile, some local Republi¬ 
cans have submitted the “Gardner 
Plan,” and they are asking the Court 
of Appeals to adopt that plan, which 
takes Huron, Romulus, and the City 
of Wayne out of the 11th District and 
adds Plymouth Tbwnship to it. 

Unfortunately, the Court of Ap¬ 
peals still has not made a decision on 
which plan to adopt, even though the 
filing deadline is only a month away. 
It is my understanding that all plans 
are still under consideratioa 

I hope that this information is 


useful to you and that you might 
print a story about it to inform your 
readers and my constituents in West¬ 
ern Wayne County of the current sta¬ 
tus of the County Redistricting plan. 

As always, please feel free to con¬ 
tact me to verily information or to 
answer any questions or concerns 
that you may have. I am always open 
and available to you and your re¬ 
porters, as we both have the same 
goal, to provide accurate and current 
information to the good people of 
Western Wayne County.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 30, ARTICLE 
II, SECTION 30-16 TO ALLOW THE DEPARTMENT 
OF PUBLIC WORKS AND/OR THE ENGINEERING 
FIRM DESIGNATED BY COUNCIL TO BECOME THE 
LOCAL ENFORCING AGENCY. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, 
HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Short Title . This Ordinance shall be known and may be 
cited as the “Soil Erosion and Sedimentation Control Ordinance.” 

Section 2. Chapter 30, Article U, Section 30-16 is amended to read as 
follows: 

It is the intent of the City to become the local enforcing agency in 
regard to implementing the Soil Erosion and Sedimentation Control 
Act Nol; 347 of the Public Acts of Michigan of 1972; (MCL 282. 101 
et seq., MSA 13.1820(1) et seq.), as amended, within the municipal lim¬ 
its of the City, and the Department of Public Works and/or the 
Engineering Firm designated by Council resolution will be the primary 
enforcing officers. 

Section 3. Saving Claus . Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 
hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, or 
liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or existing, 
under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; nor 
shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired 
or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Severability . Should any word, sentence, phrase or any por¬ 
tion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of com¬ 
petent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do so for 
any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and limited to 
such work, sentence, phrase or any portion of the Ordinance held to be 
so invalid and shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any of 
the remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Conflicting Ordinances . All prior existing ordinances 
adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsis¬ 
tency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 6. Penalties . Any person who violates the provisions of the 
Ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500.00 and/or by imprisonment of not more than ninety 
(90) days or both. , 

Section 7. Readings . This Ordinance shall be given a first reading on 
March 11, 2002, shall be enacted on March 25, 2002 and shall be pub¬ 
lished on or before April 11, 2002 and shall be effective April 11, 2002.
